Barnum & Bailey Continue 
Successful Experiment of 
Eliminating Street 
Pageants. 

A circus that is " too big to give a 
street parade" is a novelty even in 
these da>s of colossal enterprises 
and mammoth amusement institu- 
tions. But that is the announce- 
ment of the Barnum & Bailey circus, 
which exhibits in Hopkinsville Wed- 
nesday September 26. 

In speaking of the reasons for 
this striking innovation a repre- 
sentative of the big show, said re- 
cently^ "The Barnum & Bailey cir- 
cus has become so large that a pa- 
rade is no longer possible or even 
desirable.

living person, and he only put him 
on paper. Here is what Mark 
Twain says of the greatest of all his 
characters: 

"John T. Raymond's audiences 
used to come near to dying with 
laughter over the turnip-eating 
scene, but, extravagant as the scene 
was, it was faithful to the facts in 
all its absurd details. The things 
happened in Lampton's own house, 
and 1 was present. In fact, I was 
myself the guest who ate the 
turnips. In the hands of a great 
actor that piteous scene would have 
dimmed any manly spectator's eyes 
with tears and racked his ribs apart 
with laughter at the same time. 
But Raymond was great in humo- 
rous portrayal only. 

"The real Col. Sellers, as I knew 
him in James Lampton, was a path- 
etic and beautiful manly man. a 
straight and honorable man, with a 
big, foolish, unselfish heart in his 
bosom, a man born to be loved, and 
he was loved by all his friends and 
by his family worshipped. It is the 
right word. To them he was but 
little less than a god. The real Col. 
Sellers was never on the stage. 
Only half of him was there. Ray- 
mond could not play the other half 
of him; it was above his level. There 
was only one man who could have 
played the whole of Col. Sellers, 
and that was Frank Mayo. 

"James Lampton floated all his 
days in a tinted mist of magnificent 
dreams and died at last without see- 
ing one of them realized. I saw him 
last in 1884, when it had been twen- 
ty-six years since I ate the basin of 
raw turnips and washed them down 
with a bucket of water in his house. 
He was become old and white-head- 
ed, but he entered to me in the same 
old breezy way of his earlier life, 
and he was all there yet— not a de- 
tail wanting; the happy light in his 
eye, the abounding hope in his 
heart, the persuasive tongue, the 
m i racle-breed i ng i magi nation —they 
were all there; and before I could 
turn around he was polishing up his 
Aladdin's lamp and flashing the se- 
cret riches of the world before me." 

Many of our older citizens remem- 
ber "Jim" Lampton when he was a 
citizen of Hopkinsville many years 
before the civil war. He kept a 
hardware store on the corner 
Main and Ninth streets, where t 
First National Bank now stands. 1 
is remembered as a jovial, care-free 
kind of a fellow, with a lot of funny 
stories always on hand, and in relat- 
them at the front door of his 
store never failed to have a knot of 
listeners about to hear him tell 
them in his own inimitable way. 
Debonair, big-hearted, and apparent- 
ly without ever entertaining a ser- 
thought longer than it took to 
get it out of his life, he made friends 
of all who met him. He was not a 
business man in any sense of the 
and never took life seriously 
enough to speculate as to whether 
weal or woe might come with an- 
other week— he lived in the present. 
Mr. Lampton owned and lived in the 
Id two-story building which was on 
the ground now occupied by the 
brick residence of Mrs. Annie L. 
Starling, North Main street. 

After doing business in his own 
novel way here for some time Mr. 
Lampton moved his family to some 
part of Missouri, and later in life 
formed the acquaintance of Mark 
Twain, who made the shadow of a 
man greater, probably, than the 
original. But as "a prophet is not 
without honor, save in his own coun- 
try," it may be that the great hum- 
orist could see more in Mr. Lampton 
than did other men who knew him 
well.
